MAY NEVER RECOVER 


BODIES OF MINERS 


More Than a Hundred Men Entombed 


in Hillcrest Shaft Are Buried at 


Depth of a Thousand Feet. 


|HY ASKOCIATKD 1'HESK,.) 


Hillcrest, Alta., June 22.—Govern- 
ment mine experts who continued to- 
day the search for the dead in mine 
No. 20, Hillcrest colleries, which was 
wrecked by an explosion, entombing 
195 miners last Friday, said probably 
that the 102 victims still in the mine 
were buried beneath tons 
of 
rock 
more than a thousand feet trom the 
mouth of the pit, aud some of 
the 
bodies would never be recovered. 
The 
majority of the 
ninety-one 
bodies rescued up to early today, were 
burned beyond recognition, aiid but 
little effort was made to 
identify 
them. 


Although it is understood an 
offi- 
cial investigation will be made into 
the cause of the explosion conducted 
by the owners, no explanation of its 
origin has been made. The generally 
accepted theory is that, the disaster 
was due to an explosion of gas which 
had accumulated in the lower levels. 
Discoveries by 
rescuers 
of fifty 
bodies lying in one of the tunnels of 
mine No. 20 of the Hillcrest celeries 
limited today, brought up to 181 t,he 
total of recovered dead at the mine 
which was wrecked by an explosion 
Friday. 
Eighty grave diggers worked all 
day in the little cemetery outside ol 
the village and by night it is expect- 
ed the greater portion of the former 
male populaion of the mining colony 
will be resting there.

The plans are for a thorough 
investigation of public health condi- 
tions in the United States with the 
gathering of more reliable data; the 
education of the public by "every pos- 
sible means;" and the "crystallizing 
of public sentiment in obtaining neces- 
sary public health laws, regulations 
and ordinances which will render pos- 
sible a conservation of

The Portuguese as earl> 
ag the middle of the l.'.th century 
brought gold from tlie west coast o 
Africa, and it was to find a SOT. route 
to the gold and spice-laden shores c 
the Far Kast that Vasco de Gama 
nailed around the Cape of Good Hope 
and Columbus finally embarked to veil 
tare into unknown seas upon that 
memorable voyage of 1492. The dis 
covery of the new world 'but added a 
new stimulus to the unceasing, rest 
less search for wealth, and in 
the 


marvelous tales of pearls and jewels 
rare and glittering golden ornaments 
decorating simple savages who kne 
but little of their value, the adven- 
turous and credulous conquistadores 
saw a glorious land of promise.

FOOD VALUE 
The saliva has some' power' of 


changing insoluble starches into solu- 
ble sugars, but as food stays in the 
mouth only a short time, there is gen- 
erally little chance' for such action 
there, and the necessary change takes 
place later in the Intestine which is 
also equipped for this purpose. 
The 


saliva, also makes the food easy to 
swallow and helps to fit the food to 
be more easily worked on by the 
stomach by moistening it. The gastric 
Juice of the stomach acts upon the 
protein, and the pancreatic Juice of 
th* intestine upon the protein, fats 
and carbohydrates. The action of All 
these juices is aided by chewing, 
which divides the food Into small par- 
ticles, and by the muscular contrac- 
tions _of the stomach and intestine, 
which help to mix the food and di- 
gestive juices together. 


•The parts of the food which the di- 


gestive juices can not dissolve are 
periodically given off by the intestine, 
together with waste material from the 
internal activities of the body. 


Digeatibility is often confused with 


another very different thing, namely, 
the agreeing or disagreeing of food 
with the person who eats it. In the 
changes which occur during the diges- 
tion and assimilation 
of food, sub- 


stances may be formed which are un- 
pleasant and injurious, especially if 
they are not broken down (as they 
normally are) before they have an 
opportunity thus to act. Different 
^persons may be differently constituted 
with respect to tile changes which 
their food undergoes, BO that it may 
be literally true that "one man's meat 
IB anBther man's poison." 
Milk Is 


:for 
the most part a very wholesome, 


digestible and nutritious food, but 
there are some who are made ill by 
drinking it. 
Some persons have to 


avoid strawberries. Every man must 
learn from his own experience what 
food agrees with him and what does 
not, 


Not only the amount of nutritive in- 


gredients which a food contains, but 
also the proportions which can be di- 
gested and utilized by the body de- 
.termine the real nutritive value of a 
food material. As a general rule, the 
carbohydrates are more 
completely 


•digested, and hence more fully avail 
able for use in the body than protein 
and fats. 
Protein of animal foods is 


more digestible than that of vegetable 


:foods, while fats are probably less 
digestible than most forma of protein 
and carbohydrates. 


The structure of most food ma- 


terials is so changed by cooking that 
they are more easily chewed and more 
readily 
and 
thoroughly 
digested. 


Cooking also makes the food more 
appetizing by Improving the flavor and 
appearance. Food which is attractive 
to '.the taste quickens the flow of 
saliva and. other digestive fluids, thus 
aiding digestion. 
Another use ot 


cooking Is to kill by heat any disease 
germs, parasites or other .dangerous 
organisms the food may contain.
